Sirica mad e th e an n o u n ce­ 
men t in o p en co u rt sh o rtly 
after a Secret Serv ice agen t 
co n trad icted so me o f th e testi­ 
mo n y Ro se Mary Wo o d s, Presi­ 
d en t Nix o n ’s secretary , gav e in 
No v ember at a h earin g called 
to d etermin e wh at cau sed an 
18Mj-min u te gap in a su bp o e­ 
n aed Watergate tap e. 
Th e agen t, Lo u is B. Sims, 
h ead o f th e tech n ical secu rity 
d iv isio n o f th e Secret Serv ice, 
said h e h ad p u rch ased a Uh er 
5000 tap e reco rd er with a fo o t 
p ed al last Oct. l fo r u se by 
Miss Wo o d s. 
Sims said h e d eliv ered th e 
mach in e to Step h en Bu ll at 
abo u t 1:15 p .m. 
Miss Wo o d s testified th at sh e 
h ad u sed th e mach in e fo r abo u t 
2>* h o u rs th at d ay befo re sh e 
accid en tally p u sh ed th e wro n g 
bu tto n wh en in terru p ted wh ile 
listen in g to a tap e.

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Shrewdness 
of Nixon 
is overrated

WASHINGTON (N E A )-T o lo o k 
first at mo st recent times, neither 
Presidents Nix o n no r J o hnso n fo und 
way s to reco ncile their co ntradic­ 
to ry labo rs as bo th unifiers and di­ 
v iders, and neither fit particularly 
Well these two ro les which the presi­ 
dency inev itably thrust upo n them. 
* 
Richard Nix o n, ev en befo re Wa­ 
tergate, nev er was accepted as the 
uplifting mo ral leader and the prime 
healer a president is suppo sed to be. 
No twithstanding his 19 7 2 re-electio n 
smash and his credits fo r ending the 
Vietnam War and beginning detente 
with Russia and China, he was no t 
perceiv ed as unifier. 
Do mestic po licy -making tends 
inherently to be div isiv e, but co n­ 
ceiv ably a shrewd chief ex ecutiv e 
can at least mute its damaging ef­ 
fects. Mr. Nix o n did no t. Mo reo v er, 
he was no t and still is no t co nv incing 
as a manager o f the eco no my , the 
welfare tangle, etc. 
A president’s functio n as chief 
party po litician is v ital. I think his­ 
to ry will sho w that Mr. Nix o n’s high 
reputatio n in this realm reflects bo th 
self-deceptio n and fo stered my th, 
that he is no where near as skillful 
po litically as he himself believ es and 
wants o thers to believ e. 
He was try ing to lend new fo rce to 
the my th last spring when he to o k 
bro ad respo nsibility fo r Watergate, 
say ing he was so busy being presi­ 
dent (unifier) that he co uld no t giv e 
his usual attentio n to the po litics he 
kno ws so well. 
But candid clo se-in appraisers 
argue persuasiv ely that the Presi­ 
dent really is no t a master o f many 
po litical skills, that he deals in the 
bro ad brush and is gripped by so me 
rigid no tio ns like “ a sense o f timing” 
which do him little go o d. 
Sho uld still hidden parts o f Wa­ 
tergate disclo se that the President 
actually had a big hand in the po li­ 
tics o f 19 7 2, he also wo uld hav e to be 
judged as giv en to heav y o v erkill. 
The late Ly ndo n J o hnso n’s tro u- 


bles, tho ugh different in kind, were 
nearly as numero us. Curio usly , his 
19 65 flo o d o f Great So ciety legisla­ 
tio n wo n him little credit as a suc­ 
cessful do mestic po licy -maker. Ele­ 
ments o f it, such as aid to educatio n 
and Medicare, had been o n the burn­ 
er to o lo ng, and their delay ed tri­ 
umph was disco unted. 
No thing needs to be said abo ut 
what the Vietnam War did to Mr. 
J o hnso n. And he had no o ffset as a 
pro v en party leader. The tributes to 
his po litical skills were in fact co m­ 
ments o n his talents as a U.S. Senate 
manager and maneuv erer. He nev er 
understo o d natio nal po litics o r its 
techniques, and o nce to ld his mo st 
gifted adv iser, Lawrence O’Brien, 
that he had giv en up try ing. 
J o hn F. Kennedy is the o ne presi­ 
dent in recent decades who was a 
genuine 
po litical 
ex pert, 
who 
grasped bo th in detail and in pano ra­ 
ma what natio nal po litics was all 
abo ut and cho se aides who supple­ 
mented his o wn skills. 
Yet in his brutally terminated in­ 
co mplete term in o ffice, he managed 
to make himself highly co ntro v er­ 
sial as a do mestic leader—no t least 
amo ng liberal 
intellectuals who 
praised him mo re highly in death 
than they ev er did in life. And, 
tho ugh he generally go t stro ng 
marks fo r his handling o f the 1%2 
missile crisis in Cuba, he mo stly 
gav e to o many Americans the no tio n 
he was y o uthfully tentativ e in fo r­ 
eign affairs. 
Gen. Dwight Eisenho wer, with 
his fatherly image, may hav e been 
the best unifier o f all. He co uld hav e 
been a stro nger mo ral leader (in ci­ 
v il rights, fo r instance), but he made 
few enemies. He muted his div isiv e 
ro le by delegating successfully the 
po litics he had no taste fo r. His do ­ 
mestic ro le was a quiet o ne. It 
helped him. Histo rians will decide 
whether this “ inactio n” (the critics’ 
wo rd) serio usly marred his presi­ 
dency o r suited the natio n’s mo o d.

Three times in mo dern Ameri­ 
ca—during the depressio ns o f 187 3, 
189 3, and 19 29 —the natio n has suf­ 
fered eco no mic dislo catio ns at least 
as serio us as to day ’s inflatio n. Be­ 
fo re Richard Nix o n, IHy sses Grant 
and Warren Harding also presided 
o v er administratio ns besmirched by 
serio us malfeasances. In the 189 0s 
the farm po pulatio n, then the largest 
segment o f the co untry , was in a 
state as wo rriso me as to day ’s “ ur­ 
ban crisis” ; the backlash against 
Wo rld War I in the 19 20s bo re many 
resemblances to the present ranco r 
co ncerning the Vietnam War. In o ne 
decade o r ano ther, the United States 
o f the last century has kno wn in 
stro ng fo rm all the v arieties o f wo es 
and disco ntents being felt in the 
19 7 0s. 
Yet the atmo sphere which has 
dev elo ped in o ur o wn era is unique. 
Fo r the first time in American his­ 
to ry , a who le co ncatenatio n o f cir­ 
cumstances—whether the aftermath 
o f a peculiarly unpalatable war, 
rampant inflatio n, crumbling life in 
the cities, an unedify ing presiden­ 
cy —hav e co mbined and co mbined in 
a way to pro duce an unprecedented- 
ly deep and widespread attitude. 
Call it “ Cy nicism,” “ alienatio n,” 
“ disillusio nment” —the wo rds are 
o nly v ary ing descriptio ns o f a gener­ 
al pattern o f thinking and reacting. 
In the first radiant day s o f the Rus­ 
sian Rev o lutio n, the jo urnalist Lin­ 
co ln Steffens go t o ff the famo us line, 
“ I hav e seen the future and it 
wo rks.” In the glum United States o f 
the 19 7 0s, millio ns up and do wn the 
eco no mic and age lev els are think­ 
ing to so me degree, “ I am lo o king at 
the present and it do es no t wo rk.” 
The ev idence is ev ery where: the 
striking number o f tho ughtful peo ple 
who are ready to agree with the 
statement o f the so cial co mmentato r 
Margaret Mead—the United States 
has “ slid into a pit o f deterio ratio n” ; 
the latest repo rt o f the Institute fo r 
the Future, an o rganizatio n serio us­ 
ly attempting to pro ject the co ming 
decades, which ex presses tho ro ugh­ 
go ing pessimism; the o pinio n po lls 
indicating spectacularly large per­ 
centages o f the po pulatio n who are 
“ disenchanted” no t o nly with Amer­ 
ican po litics but with o ther bedro ck 
institutio ns. 


No thing—no t the educatio nal 
sy stem, no t the co rpo rate structure, 
no t o rganized medicine o r the legal 
apparatus—escapes the co rro siv e 
do ubts. Techno lo gy , so meo ne has 
remarked, has been the Bible o f the 
American peo ple. No w many o f 
them watch techno lo gy ’s greatest 
triumph, the space pro gram, in a 
rnix ture o f pride and o f apprehen­ 
sio n that the machines whirling men 
to the mo o n may really represent 
techno lo gy go ne berserk. 
All o f this matters and matters a 
great deal. Ov er the lo ng span o f his­ 
to ry fewer civ ilizatio ns hav e disinte­ 
grated o r go ne into dangero us disar­ 
ray as a result o f fo reign armies o r 
o f eco no mic co llapse than o f a lo ss o f 
faith in themselv es. The malaise in­ 
v ariably causes a withdrawal into 
priv ate co ncerns; numbs the impe­ 
tus to co rrect the co rrectable; 
leav es the so ciety careening rudder­ 
less into ev er mo re turbulent seas. 
The ro o t o f the co ntempo rary 
American pro blem seems to lie in 
the special nature o f the natio nal life 
since Wo rld War II. The co untry 
emerged fro m the co nflict stupen­ 
do usly po werful, generating huge 


wav es o f pro sperity , filled with so ­ 
cial churnings that pro mised v icto r­ 
ies o v er all man’s ancient ills. Aspi­ 
ratio ns and ex pectatio ns, bo th per­ 
so nal and fo r the natio n, so ared and 
kept right o n so aring. The United 
States wo uld po lice the wo rld and 
lead it to co mfo rtable, no n-Co mmu- 
nist way s; ev ery American child 
wo uld go to a fine scho o l and almo st 
ev ery o ne, to co llege ; families wo uld 
v ault fro m a slum to a Lev itto wn, 
then to plusher suburbia witho ut 
grinding thro ugh the usual genera­ 
tio ns o f striv ing. Ev en the last gro up 
remaining o utside the barbecue, the 
Negro es, wo uld be bro ught in, at 
least to so me degree. 
“ A m ericans,” Harry Truman 
o nce o bserv ed, “ are human beings, 
and mo re so than mo st.” Ho mo sa­ 
piens, U.S. v ariety , rushed ahead 
with all his high ex pectatio ns and lit­ 
tle regard fo r co nsequences o r fo r 
changes he might hav e to make in 
attitudes and institutio ns to permit 
his anticipatio ns to appro ach being 
facts. To mentio n o nly o ne blatant 
instance, mo st whites who decided 
to o pen o ppo rtunities to the black as­ 
sumed that the pro cess co uld be car- 


ried o ut witho ut pay ing mo re tax es 
fo r the Negro ’s preparatio n and 
witho ut disturbing their o wn teno r o f 
life by permiting him to liv e nex t 
do o r o r to send his child to their pub­ 
lic scho o l. 
As a perso n who spent three 
y ears in the Washingto n o f the 19 60s, 
I can testify ho w little public interest 
ex isted in rudimentary , wo rkaday 
alteratio ns necessary to bring po li­ 
tics into the serv ice o f the sharply 
heightened demands being made o n 
it. Vast y awns were pro duced by 
talk o f co ntro lling campaign ex pens­ 
es, shaking up the clammy senio rity 
sy stem o f Co ngress, o r seeking mo re 
effectiv e way s to no minate and elect 
a president capable o f wisely guid­ 
ing a natio n thro ugh that mo st co m ­ 
plex o f rev o lutio ns, a rev o lutio n in 
ex pectatio ns. 
So the failures, the catastro phes, 
wo rst o f all the feelings o f dull slid- 
ings into seeming no thingness came. 
The Vietnam War turned into the 
Vietnam nightmare; a Lev itto wn 
ho me, less an achiev ement than a 
strait jacket; the black man, the 
“ urban crisis.” The Watergate o f 
Richard Nix o n, a presidential candi­ 
date to ssed up amid massiv e public 
indifference to its o wn requirements 
fo r the White Ho use, pro v ided a ral­ 
ly ing sy mbo l no t to rally . Harry Tru­ 
man’s human beings, and mo re so , 
were reacting like human beings 
and fleeing into “ disillusio nment.” 
Ho w far and ho w permanently 
hav e they fled? In 19 7 3 a Seattle re­ 
po rter interv iewed an auto repair­ 
man and was to ld. “ The who le 
damned co untry has go ne to hell. 
But this is America and we’v e go t to 
right o urselv es.” Ov er the two cen­ 
turies o f the natio nal ex perience, the 
descendants o f men and wo men who 
picked themselv es up o ff the weary 
flo o rs o f battered civ ilizatio ns and 
cro ssed the o ceans to the “ new 
land” hav e no t been kno v x n to re­ 
main co mfo rtable fo r v ery lo ng in 
any atmo sphere o f disintegratio n o r 
decline If the early 19 7 0s are a wv 
rio d o f unprecedented malaise, they 
co uld nev ertheless be subject to the 
lo ng-running American cy cle, 
in 
which o riginally impo rtant parts o f 
the public hav e sunk into a cy nical 
languo r and then burst into highly 
pro ductiv e demands o n the institu­ 
tio ns aro und them.

CHICAGO (AP) — Walgreen 
Co. says it will post prices for 
10.000 prescription drugs at its 
Chicago drugstores by Friday. 
A spok esman for the drug 
company, which owns 185 drug­ 
stores in Chicago and 580 na­ 
tionwide, said Monday the com­ 
pany plans to institute the 
price-posting program nation­ 
wide within three months if it 
is successful here. 
The company said the lists, 
which will be included in large 
book s bolstered to the pharm a­ 
cy counter, will not include 
“controlled 
substances’’ 
or 
drugs that often are used ille­ 
gally, such as am phetam ines. 
The spok esman said the com­ 
pany prefers to call the step a 
“consumer education program ’’ 
rather than a “price-posting” 
m easure. One Chicago pharm a­ 
cy chain, Osco Drug, found its 
pharm acists were in danger of 
losing their licenses two years 
ago when the company started 
listing drug prices against the 
orders of the Ulinois P har­ 
m aceutical Association. A court 
later ruled in favor of the com­ 
pany, however, and the spok es­ 
man said he anticipated no 
sim ilar problems with Wal- 
green’s prr^ram .

The y a re looking into wa ys to 
ma ke ne w products from ca ttle 
ma nure . 
So fa r this most common of 
ba rnya rd byproducts ha s be e n 
use d to ma ke fibe rboa rd, high 
prote in ca ttle fe e d, me tha ne 
ga s 
a nd 
glucose . 
And 
col­ 
le a gue s who once scoffe d a t the 
ide a ha ve long since be gun to 
ta ke it se riously. 
“ The initia l re a ction a round 
he re wa s one of gre a t humor 
a nd ridicule ,” sa ys Dr. Ja me s 
H. Slone ke r, a re se a rch le a de r 
a t the U. S. De pa rtme nt of Ag­ 
riculture ’s northe rn re giona l re ­ 
se a rch la bora tory. 
“ Pe ople we re conce rne d we 
would be spre a ding it a round 
the la b,” he sa id. “ But the y 
found out we we re n’t going to 
•stink the m out or give the m the 
bubonic pla gue .” 
. 
“ Pe ople ’s a ttitude s cha nge 
.ve ry fa st whe n the re ’s a re a son 
for it,” sa ys Dr. Robe rt A. 
Rhode s, re se a rch le a de r who is 
working with Slone ke r on the 
proje ct. “ For e x a mple , pe ople 
ha ve a diffe re nt a ttitude towa rd 
ga soline tha n the y did a month 
a go.” 
The se

growing conce rn ove r pollution 
from live stock fe e dlots. In Il­ 
linois, the sta te pollution con­ 
trol boa rd is in the midst of a 
se rie s of he a rings on a pro- 
* pose d ne w re gula tion to control 
such pollution. 
And Rhode s thinks a tte mpts 
to re cycle ma nure for furthe r 
use could he lp the live stock fe e ­ 
de r solve his pollution prob­ 


lem s. 
“ He has to collect it,” says 
Rhodes. “This gives him som e­ 
thing to do with it other than 
just pile it up.” 
The m anure crisis has been 
caused by changing trends in 
livestock production during the 
past two decades. 
To foster more rapid growth 
livestock producers, particular­ 
ly cattle producers, began gath­ 
ering animals in limited areas 
and feeding them diets of high 
energy food. Over the years the 
size of these feedlots has in­ 
creased. 
The result has been increas­ 
ing concentrations of manure, 
especially cattle manure. The 
problem has been greatest in 
the southwest, where most of 
the large cattle feedlots are lo­ 
cated. 
Sloneker recalls one instance 
in California where bulldozers 
had to be used to level a 
manure pile that was inter­ 
fering with area television re­ 
ception. 
More serious effects in other 
areas have been the nauseous 
odor, 
runoff 
that 
pollutes 
streams and cases of cattle be­ 
coming mired in their own 
manure and starving to death. 
Sloneker says that nationwide 
the amount of ca ttle m anure 
produced each year is sta gger­ 
ing—about 1 billion tons. 
One large Colorado feedlot 
operation handling 660,000 head 
of beef a year produces as 
much animal waste as a city of 
2.2 million, he says. But such 
an operation 
cannot 
be ex­ 
pected to build a city style sew­ 
age disposal system. 
“ If you asked them to do that 
you couldn’t afford the price of 
a beefstea k,” says Sloneker. 
Sloneker and Rhodes hope 
their research will provide an 
acceptable 
alternative.

project, officially begun in 1971,

has so far produced ways of 
reprocessing cattle manure into 
high protein cattle feed. 
The first step is to screen the 
manure into liquid and fiber 
components. Particles in the 
liquid can then be spun off to 
produce a feed concentrate that 
is 35 to 40 per cent protein. 
A simpler process is to add 
the liquid to feed grains, caus­ 
ing the grain to ferment and in­ 
creasing its protein content. 
Both processes could be em­ 
ployed by the average cattle 


feed operator, said Sloneker. 
The two researchers say lab­ 
oratory research into this phase 
of the project 
is complete. 
Field tests on cattle are needed 
but are being held up by lack 
of funds, they said. 
The researchers have found 
that the manure fiber can also 
be used to produce a type of 
fiberboard that, while not high 
in strength, could be used for 
some 
types 
of 
insulation. 
Strength of the fiber can also 
be increased by blending it 


with wood pulp. Some com­ 
mercial interest already has 
been expressd in the process. 
Sloneker said. 
Another process involves con­ 
verting manure into both pro­ 
tein feed and methane gas by 
feeding it into an air tight fer­ 
mentation tank and warming it. 
Researchers have reported 
that waste from 5,000 to 7,000 
head of cattle would produce 
enough methane gas to provide 
heat and electric power for op­ 
erating the process. 
Larger 


feedlots could put the excess 
gas to other uses. 
Another use for the manure 
fiber is as a base for growing 
organisms that would be used 
as protein cattle feed. Extra 
enzymes created during the 
growth process could also be 
added to other fibers turning 
them into glucose, a form of 
sugar. This research is still in 
the laboratory stage. 
And the day may come when 
human wastes as well are proc­ 
essed for reuse.

20. is interested in advertising. 
“ Dr. 
C ran e,” 
he asked, 
“ Since you taught courses at 
the university on ‘Advertising 
Psychology,’ what are some of 
the basic rules to keep in mind? 
“ For I help write advertising 
copy at an agency here in Chi­ 
cago. 
“ And 
competition 
is 
very 
keen 
between 
one 
agency 
versus another so we’d like to 
beat our rivals.” 
Adv ertising Psychology 
“ Advertising” and “ Selling” 
are the psychological Siamese 
i Twins 
that 
undergird 
our 
superb 
“ Free 
En te rp rise ” 
system 
They move the products of 
cloistered scientists from their 
laboratories and put them into 
average homes. 
But churches and colleges, 
doctors and 
politicians 
also 
must rely on advertising, often 
cloaked under the genteel title 
of “ Public Relations.” 
God thus deliberately em­ 
ployed an advertising gimmick 
to catch the attention of Biblical 
Moses. 
That gimmick involved both 
“ motion” and “ color,” for it 
consisted of a burning bush that 
never was consumed by the 
flames. 
And the Serpent made the 
first “ Sale” in human history 
when he sold Eve on the for­ 
bidden fruit tree in the Garden 
of Eden. 
Elijah also used a superb 
type of advertising strategy 
when he challenged the 450 
priests of Baal to a life-or-death 
test on the public square. 
Elijah won, so he had the 450 
pagan priests killed! 
But Elisha failed to use the 
m edical 
“ Public 
Relations 
Strategy” that Generalissimo 
Naaman, head of the Syrian 
Army, had expected. 
For Naaman, a leper, thought 
Elisha would employ dramatic 
medical hocus-pocus in curing 
his leprosy so he grew very 
angry at Elisha’s curt “ brush- 
off!” 
But Naaman’s servant then 
persuaded Naaman to follow 
Elisha’s simple prescription. 
And that is the crux of all 
good adverising and selling, 
namely, logical persuasion! 
But to persuade, we must 
com m unicate in terms the 
potential customers can easily 
understand. 
So follow these salient laws of 
m o d e r n 
a d v e r t i s i n g 
psychology: 
(1) Use short, simple words, 
usually of not over two syll­ 
ables. 
(2 ) Limit each statement to 
about 12 words, which is the 
length of the usual sentence in 
ordinary conversation. 
(3) Striking openings of your 
printed copy will catch the eye, 
so invert sentence structure so 
you can begin with emotion- 
arousing participles, as: 


“ Screaming in terror, she 
raced from the scene.” 
Contrast that sentence with 
the usual prosaic format, as: 
“ She raced from the scene, 
screaming in terror.” 
(4) Color and movement 
enhance the eye appeal of TV 
ads, as well as TV commer­ 
cials. Quote marks and Arabic 
numbers do likewise for printed 
copy! 
(5) But avoid straining so 
hard for bizarre pictorial or TV 
effects that you subordinate the 
name of the product! 
(6) Simple, logical explana­ 
tion of your product’s uses, is 
more valuable than undue 
stress on clever cartoons or 
bathing beauties. 
Include cute kiddies and 
animals in your appeals to 
housewives. 
(7) Since people habitually 
think forward instead of back­ 
wards, depict the prospect’s 
problem first; then its solution 
via your product! 
For proof, see if you don’t re­ 
cite the A-B-C’s faster in that 
order than Z-Y-X, etc. 
And for further advice, go to 
your library and read Chapters 
7. 8 and 12 in my college text- 
b<xtk, “ Psychology Applied.”
